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Y laft paper was addreffed in a 

more particular manner to Sir 
John Fielding, in compliment to his 
prefidentthip over the magiftracy of 
Middlefex ; and, I own, I flattered my- 
if that the fubjeét matter therein con- 
tained would have merited his imme- 
diate attention, though it did not pro- 
ceed from the able pen of his Grace of 
Grafton, who, if his worfhip is to be 
telieved, and we cannot well doubt the 
word of a Middlefex juftice, * has put 
‘the finifiing hand to his admirable 
‘and ufeful plan of police, and has 
‘.fhewn proper attention to the checking 
« the vices and reforming the licentioul- 
‘nefs of the common people, thereby 
‘ dignitying the exalted ftation he has 
‘the honour to held in the ftate.” Ido 
not exacily copy Sir John’s words, as 
the hurry of his employment has led 
him into fome inaccuracies which ren- 
der his fulfome dedication of his new 
edition of Extrad?s from the penal Laws, 
In many parts, obfcure and almoft un- 
intelligible: but I think I have not 
milftaken the meaning of his compli- 
ment, and a compliment indeed it is, 
as far diftant from truth, as the comet 
from our earth, to aflert, that any re- 
gular plan of Police has ever been dif- 
tinctly laid down, much lefs carried 
Into execution with fidelity, diligence, 
and impartiality in this great metro- 
Polis; or that vice and hicentioufneis, 
which, with an impetuous rapidity, 
lave broken down the dams of decency 
and public decorum, fhould receive a 
Sheck from banks ef mud, or ramparts 

Vex. Ili, 
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of clay; yet to fuch only can we juftl# 
compare all the boafted affiftance thar 
has been given by the premier to the ° 
admired plan of Police eftablifhed in 
Bow-Street. 

In the courfe of my correfpondence 
with you, I hope to convince the Pub- 
lic, through the channel of your Ma- 
gazine, that if the treafury has granted 
any moncy to affift the Police, the only 
way in which that right honourable 
board could be ferviceable, unlefs by 
the influence of the facred charaéter 
that now fo ably prefides there—and 
letieth his light jo shine before men that 
they fee his good works, and glorify his 
earthly mafler—there cannot be a greater 
myitery in ‘‘-civil policy,” than that a 
proper application of this neceffary 
fiipport, fhould not have effectually re- 
moved thofe enormities, which are.the 
fource of moit of the robberies that 
are cominitted in and about this metro- 
polis, as well as the greateft moleftation 
and annoyance to the fober, modeft, 
and prudent part of the inhabitants, 
Yet fo it is, that notwithftanding the 
pious example of the Duke of Grafton, 
and the vigilance and aétivity of Sif 
John Fielding—Cowent-Garden, the ap- 
plauded feat of juftice, where his wor- 
fhip is fo hurried with informationsy 
purfuits, commitments, compromifes, 
and diicharges, that they fearce afford 
him leifare for the common refrefh- 
ments of life, is the moft aborhinable, 
the moft deteftable fink of iniquity, 
that ever difgraced any reputable city. 
I aver, that it is the nylery of pro- 
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phane fwearing and curfing, of idlenefs 
and drunkennefs, of debauchery even 
before the age of puberty, of unbounded 
profufion, of wanton, unmeaning ex- 
travdgance; and of every variegated 
art of promoting intemperate luft-—— 
that confejucntly, it is the efficient 
caufe of untimely debility (highly pre- 
judicial to fociety) of preternatural dif 
eales and infirmities, of poverty and 
difgrace ; and Iaftly, of wrong and rob- 
hery to repair the waftes ot fortune. 
Judge if after this picture of the pre- 
fent actual ftate of that dunghill of 
corruption (which its proper landlord 
might have given to the French at the 
Jaft peace, without lofs to this country, 
jf it could have been transferred to 
them with as much eate as fome of our 
valuable conguefts) it can with any 
yropriety be advanced, that the finith- 
ing hand has been put by his Grace of 
Grafton to a plan calculated to fave 
life and expence. 

By Covent-Garden T would be un- 
derftood to mean, what the waiters of 
taverns, the bucks, and the ladies of 
pleafure, term The Garden, including 
purlicus and environs of about halfa 
mile in circumference, which the cfh- 
cers of the Police might infpect twice 
every night, without hurrying them fo 
much as not to allow them time for 
common retrefthments. And if this 
practice was continued but for two 
months, and the dtlorderly perfons 
therein apprehended, were properly 
difpoted of, I will venture to prophecy 
that Sir John Fielding would have his 
little army of horte and foot, com- 
monly called Ais feotle, almoft con- 
flantly at home; tor if the diftrefled 
and debauched did not want money to 
fupply lewd women, or that the motlt 
protiivate of thefe were not to be found, 
an opening would be made for reflec- 
tion, a paufe from inebriety and wan- 
ton intoxication might bring on re- 
pentance, and a return to induftry and 
virtue, inftcad of in elopement to the 
highway. 

Y cannot fhock the delicacy of your 
readers, among which I doubt not there 
are many ladies, by a farther elncida- 
tion of the fubject; Sir John Fielding 
Tamm fure wall not think it neceflary to 


urge ine to glaring proofs of what I 
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advance ; this is the fecond hin¢ I hare 
given him, and I can now Only add 
that if the licences are not taken away 
from two nocturnal houfes in his Neigh. 
bourhood, not far from Drury-Lane 
Piayhou e, before te publication of 
the next number of this paper, which 
is intended to work fome real reform. 
atrons and amendments in the Polic 
1 fhail throw out an advertifement i 
his owt paper, FA: Public AAvertijer, 
W ithout any warrant from the Trea ury, 
or giving any further intormation tg 
the Bow-Street Office, which, in a few 
days after its 2ppearance, will {weep 
the whole Garden {fo c'ear, that his 
worthip’s people will not be able to pick 
up a fingle guinea in all its territories 
and dependencies, for patching the peace, 
which, by-the-bye, is a very protitable 
employment both at home and abroad. 

Jam aware that the neceflity will be 
urged of tolerating fome prottitutes in 
all great cities; but this granted, isno 
reaion that they fhould furround the 
proclaimed feat of the Police, that they 
fhou'd inhabit the avenues to the pub- 
he theatres in order to increafe their 
vile bufinefs, or that they fhould be 
allowed to appear at their windows and 
m the ftreets half naked; frequently 
offending the eyes and wounding the 
ears of modett patiengers. Far ditierent 
were the rezulations under which thete 
unhappy women were formerly kept, 
when they were under the wing of the 
church, and hada Bifhop of Wincheiter 
for their Juitice of Peace; and whena 
b @ was fo infamous a character, 
that no Englifh woman could be found 
to keep the tolerated brothels, which 
loathfome charge was therefore con- 
fizned to Flemings. Nor were theie 
houfes made fubfervient to the furnith- 
ing an inexhauftible fund for trading 
jultices, pimps, bailiffs, vintners, and 
furgeons. No public rooms were thea 
allowed for the fhamele{s rendezvous 
of the abandoned of both fexes; the 
humiliating {cenes of intemperance were 
at leaft reprefented in private, and re- 
moved to a proper diitance. In fome 
future paper, I fhall give an accurate 
hiftery of the regulations eftabiifhed in 
thoie tolerated receptacles of mncont- 
nency, fo far as it can be done wita 
decency, and a view to public utility. 
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And I doubt not but even fuch young 
flows of the town, who are not loft 
to ail regard for reputation and health, 
will approve of the reformation T fhall 
then propole, and will join with the 
more ferious and fober part of man- 
kind to fupport my fyftem ot Police, in 
preference to the very lame and imper- 
fect plan carried on in Borw- Street. 

Before I take my leave of Sir John 
Fielding’s dedication to the Duke of 
Grafton, it may not be improper to 
obferve, that his worfhip, after paying 
himlf a compliment on his difin- 
terefted dilcharge of his duty, grate- 
fully acknowledges his obligations to 
the Duke for his friendly reprefenta- 
tion to his Majeity of his memorial in 
behalf of Lady Ficlding, which pro- 

ured the royal attention to it, and the 
conferring an Aoxcux (emolument, I 
fancy, he means) which no future im- 
duftry to the Public can repay to his 
sovereign, or gratitude e. ual the obli- 
gation to his Grace. 

For my part, I cannot think the 
treafury of this kingdom, or the civil 
litt in {uch a fituation, as to afford ex- 
traordinary appointments to families, 
merely becaufe the heads of them have 
dore their duty in a ttation affording 
prover recompences from the fees of 
ofice; folely on the ftrength of their 
having made more noife and buttle than 
the rett of their brethren in the fame 
department. 

The Extra&s from the penal Laws 
are judicious and well arranged ; but 
as they are a ittanding proot of the 
maxim advanced in my firit pauper, that 
there is no true Police in this metro- 
polis, nor indeed in the whole country, 
it will be necefiary for me to make my 
ob'ervations on them at large, to which 
the Pudlic are candidly invited by the 
Author in his preface.” But thefe and 
a. further animadvertions an the ftate 
of Covent-Garden muft give place to 
the infertion of an inte refting letter 
jul tent me by the publither. And I 
cinnot but congratulate myfelf and 
fe public, that my firft paper has 
produced me fuch a correfpondent. It 
his example is duly followed, we thall 
toon be able to confirm our cpinion to 
Cullcraceot Bow-Street, and to make 
wu Paper Police of more real aleto the 
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Public, than all the informations, noti- 
fications, difcoveries, and cominitmentss 
that iflve from that quarter.

Y thanks are due to you for having 

opened a channel through which I 
may with propriety convey my juft 
complaint to the Public againit the li- 
centioufnefs of the times, which is got 
to fuch a height, as to threaten the in- 
vafion of all property, the interruption 
of all domeftic peace and coneuliee 
and if the contagion fpreads beyond 
this great town, will finally depopulate 
the country. Innumerable are the of- 
fences againft the eftablifhed laws and 
cuftoms of this country, as well as 
againft the firlt principles of civil fo- 
ciety, which either efcape the notice, 
elude the vigilance, or are connived at 
by the partiality of the civil magiftrate ; 
though they are of fuch a nature that 
one would think it impoflible the public 
in general fhould fit down quiet under 
the toleration of them. I ama fteady 
friend to liberty, and aboye all to the 
liberty of the prefs; but really duch a 
fhameful abufe of it has now crept in 
upon us, that it calls for a fpeedy and 
effectual remedy. I mean thofe into- 
lerable, indecent and infamcus. adverse 
tifements, which appear daily in our 
news-papers—adycrtifements which are 
a reproach to humanity, a {candal to 
fociety, an offence againtt all rules of 
public decency and decorum, and a 
proof net only of the moft degenerate 
profligacy of manners, but, what is 
worle, that this country is reduced to 
fuch an unheppy tituation by the weight 
of the national debt, that every thing 
dear and facred muft give place to the 
fole purpofe of raifing 2 revenue. 

You have found mie, Sir, the clue, 
and a mott fatal one it is, to all the 
indecent and hurtful advertifements 
which furnifh me with the fubjeéct of 
this letter. You acknowledge, * that 
the civil magiitrate will find fome ob- 
fructions in the execution of his cffice, 
arifing from the neceffities of the ftate ;” 
and, if I underitand you right, this 
leads to an explanation of the evil I 
am complaining of. The increale of 
the ftamp duttes, within tacie few years, 
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Iam told, is incredible; this more 
particularly arifes trom the number of 
pubic advertuements m1 the news- 
Papers j and the regrul tions concerning 
the duty on thele advertifements con- 
tribute not a little to the length of 
them, jn which the evil chietiy confifts, 
as I fhall prefently make appear.

Aguin, Sir, the poor ladies are abfo- 
lutely dependant on the fkill and atten- 
tian of Mr. and Mrs. Goff, and the 
nurfes they provide.

You will permit me 
likewife to obferve, that it would be 
no hard matter for an incontinent wite 
to lye-in privately In favour of this ad- 
vertiiement——-a fummer excurfion, to 
fee a relation at a great diftance, might 
be pleaded ; the hufband, engaged in 
bufinefs, might be amufed with letters 
dated from the place of her fuppoled 
vifit; more difficult things have been 
contrived and executed. A lady, un- 
der thefe circumitances, muit difpole 
of the child fo as not to be forth- 
coming—what magiftrate, what parith 
oiicer, what guardian for the common- 
wealth is there, to be anfwerable to 
the {tate for the production of this 
child?

Yet even theie con- 
fiderations are infinitely outweighed by 
the danger to which the whole nation 
mutt be expofed from the continued | 
operation of fo much authority, intla- 
ence, and favour to their prejudices 
and above all from the pofhibility that 
the fupreme government of the king- 
dom may, by the r-geney-1&t, devolve 
to a perfon direttly and pofitively ac- 
cufed of high treaion. Even the en- 
couragement that fuch an impunity 
muft give to future treafons, is enough 
to fill a thinking mind with the moft 
painful apprehenfions. We live in an 
age not greatly addicted to icruples, 
when the open avowal of domeitic ve- 
nality feems to lead men ty an cafy 
gradation to connexions equally mer- 
cenary with foreigners and enemies. 
How then can we expeéct ill-difpofed 
perfons to refift a temptation of this 
ort, when they find that treafon may 
be detected, and proofs of it offered to 
a magiftrate without producing either 
punifhment or enquiry? The confe- 
quence of this may be our living to fee 
aFrench party, ds well as a court party, 
in parliament; which, fhould it ever 
happen, no imagination can fufficiently 
paint the calamitous and horrid ftate 
to which our late glorions triumphs 
night finally be reduced. When] talk 
of aFrench party in parliament, I do 
not fpeak a mere vilionary language 
unfupported byexperience. Ihe hittory 
of all ages informs Us, that France, 
where other weapons have failed, has 
conilantly had recourfe to the lefs 
alarming weapons of intrigue and cor- 
ruption. And how effe¢tua! thefe have 
fometimes been, we have 2 recent and 
trapical example in the total enflaving 
of Corfica. 

I have been thus particular in enu- 
merating the evils that may °cfult from 
the refulal of Lord Halifax; not from 
a detire of aggravating that nobleman’s 
offence, but merely to evince the pe- 
cefi.ty of a {peedy enquiry, while there 
is yet a chance of its not being wholly 
fruitiefs. . Though the courie of my 
narrative hes wnaveoidably led me to ac- 
eufe his Lordthip, accudation is not my 

N object, 
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obje&, but enquiry, which cannot be 
difagrceable to any but thofe to whom 
truth itfelf is fo. In purfuing this point 
I have hitherto been frutirated from the 
Very circumftance which ought to have 
infered my fuccefs, the immenfe im- 
portance of the queftion.

What, but to wait, though with 
reluctance and impatience, till a proper

duct; it would thew that I had been 
actuated by fome temporary motives, 
and not by a fteady and uniform regard 
to national good. Indeed the declared 
purpofe of your meeting is in itfelfa 
call upon every Freeholder to difclof 
whatever you are concerned to know. 
I obey this call without hefitation, fub- 
mitting the profecution of the affair to 
your judgment, in full confidence that 
the relult of your deliberations would 
do honour at the fame time to vour 
prudence, candour, and patriotifin.

UR town is once more free, thanks 

to a worthy fpirited fet of Gen- 

tlemen who have faved us from a bond- 

age, which all the noble firmnefs and 

independency of the Corporation would 

have ftruggled with in vain without 
their affiftance. 

Mr. Heaven, our Mayor, was offered 
three thoufand pounds, and on his re- 
fufal of that fum, a carte blanche.— 
Hill, Cave, Skevington, Howard, &c. 
the Aldermen and Common-council 
will be immortal.

Heaven, that they had fixed on Mr. 
Cawne in conformity to his Grace's for- 
mer direétions to chufe a Gentleman of 
the beft charaéter, fortune, and abili- 
ties ; and that they knew no one fupe- 
riur to Mr. Cawne in thofe refpects. 
His Grace then objected to the making 
of any Freemen, though many had been 
made to oblige him at different times. 
He called it a Theft, and robbing him 
of the Borough —faid it was illegal, im-~ 
pofiible, that they could not juitify it: 
but not being able to prevail in rever- 
fing it,his Grace then defired they would 
likewife make fome Freemen in his in- 
tereft, which the Corporation confented 
to, and above twenty have been made 
Freemen to oblige him. 

The names of the propofed Freemen 
were then read: all which his Grace 
heard in filence, till the name of John 
Horne of New Brentford, Middlefex, 
Clerk, was pronounced: his Grace 
could then contain himfelf no longer. 
He faid, if that was the cafe, if they 
admitted fuch a man as that, all was 
over, he gave them up; wre age ex- 
peét no more Peace; that Mr. Horne 
was a man that would let no one be 
quiet either in his county or his bo- 
rough; that he had been the caufe of 
all the difturbances in Middlefex, Lon- 
don, Surry, and the whole kingdom; 
that he was a ftirrer of Sedition (we 
fuppofe he meant fuch Sedition as this) 
a reftlefs, turbulent fpirit, &. That 
if they would go on {o, he would bri 
them into Weitminfter-hall. He woul 
fhew them no mercy. If they made the 
flighteft miftake in their proceedings, 
they fhould be profecuted with the ut-+« 
moit rigour, &c: He charged —- 
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with ingratitude, and with breach of 
their engagements; ard on fomething 
of this laft fort being objected to him- 
felf, he anfwered, ‘ That if he had 
broken his word with them, it did 
©nor juftify them for breaking their 
© word with him.’ In fine, after much 
foothing and raging, the Corporation 
determined againft the Duke by a di- 
wifton of feventeen to eleven. His Grace 
then withdrew, promilfing them that 
he would be preient on the Monday 
following. 

The Corporation then adjourned to 

e Commoen-hal!l, and {wore in a num- 
ber @ Freemen, the mott refpectable, 
It is fuppofed, for proyerty and cha- 
sraéter, that ever were admitted at one 
time. 

On ' evenings the Dukes of 
Bedford and Mariborough, Sir George

At 
breakfaft, among other perfons of dif- 
tinction, there were prefent the Duke 
of Dorfet, Lord Beauchamp, Lord 
Grofvenor, Lord Archer, Sir Watkin 
Williams Wynne, the Hon. Mr. Con- 
way, Lord Denbigh, Lord Spencer, 
Lord Craven, &c. &c. A party of 
drums and fifes performed feveral pieces 
op pofite the Town-hall. 

"rom the Town-hall the company re- 
tire:d to the Church, where the Oratorio 
of Judith was performed, condutted 
by .Dr. Arne.

At three a public ordinary for Ladies.

The Affembly-room is built in imi- 
tation of the Ranelagh Rotunda; and at 
leaft half as large, crouded with com- 
pany, many perfons of the firft diftinc- 


‘tion, viz. the Duke of Manchefter, 


Lord Northampton, Lord Hertford, 
Lord Carlifle, Lord Shrewfbury, Lord 
Pigot, &c. The hinuets continued tilk 
twelve o'clock, then the country-dances 
commenced, and about three every 
body retired. 

On Thurfday morning, September 7, 
breakfaft was given in the fame manner 
as the preceding day; after which the 
company went to the Amphitheatre, 
where the Dedication Ode was perform- 
ed, under the dire€tjon of Dr. Arne.

Bofton, Fuly 14. In the houfe of repre- 
fentatives held this day, Mr. Hancock, 
Col. Bowers, Major Hawley, Col. Buck- 
minfter and Mr. Otis, were appointed a 
committee to wait upon his excellency the 
governor with an anfwer to his mefiages of 
the 6th and 12th inftant, in which are the 
following paflages: 

“© May it pleafe your Excellency, 

“THE houfe of reprefentatives have 
contemplated your fevera] mefiages of the 
6th and 12th inftant, as fully as the time to 
which you were pleafed to limit them would 
admit. 

“© And as Gen. Gage’s letter on this fub- 
ject, dated May 15, of which we are fa- 
voured with an extraét only, muft have been 
received before the meeting of the general 
afflembly, we think it very extraordinary 
that your excellency fhould fuffer five or fix 
weeks to elapfe before you thought proper 
to give us the leaft intimation of this mat- 
ter. It is alfo furprifing that as the barrack- 
mafter general, Colonel Robinfon, was in 
Bofton near a month, the greater part of 
which time the general aflembly was fitting 
we never before heard of the ** demand 
which he has had the honour to make,” as 
h®-is_pleafed to exprefs himfelf in his 
letter to your Excellency of the 13th of 
June. 

<¢ It is wonderful indeed that this houfe 
fhould have no notice of that demand till 
the 6th inftant, and that a quickening mef- 
fage fhould fo foon follow. Between thefe 
meflages lord’s day intervening, the houfe 
had adjourned as ufual from Saturday to 
Monday. 

“ But it is truly aftonifhing that when 
the gracious defires of majefty itfelf, of aids 
of men and money, in the Jate war, ip which 
we freely bled with our felluw fubjc&s and 
brethren of Great Britain, as well as of 
America, and on other no lefs arduous oc- 
cafions, have with royal clemency and great 
condefcenfion ever been intimated in the 
form only of a requifition, the barrack- 
mafter general fhould hold fo high and pe- 
remptory a tone as the word demand muft 
neceflarily imply. The indignity thus of- 
fered to your Excellency’s commiffion, 
would have been an affair entirely between 
your excellency and the barrack-mafter ge- 
neral, had it not been communicated to us, 
and as an appendage, accompanied by your 
meflage of the 6th inftant ------. Pe 

Here the houfe make fome obfervations 

on the funds propofea for providing for 
the troops, and the laws alluded to in 
Vol. II, 
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the governor’s meflage, and conclude 
thus: 

“ As reprefentatives we are deputed by 
the people, agreeable to the royal charter 
and the laws of this province. By that 
charter, and by the nature of our truft, we 
are empowered but “ to grant fuch aids, 
and to levy fuch taxes for his majefty’s fer- 
vice as are reafonable,”’ of which, if we are 
not free and independent judges, we can no 
longer be free reprefentatives, nor our con 
flituents free fubjeéts. If we are free judges, 
we are at liberty to follow the dictates of 
our own underftanding, regardlefs of the 
mandates of others. It is impoffible we 
fhould be free judges, if we are but blindly 
to give as much of our own and our confti- 
tuents money, as may be demanded by thofe 
we know not. 

** Your Exceliency muft therefore exe 
cufe us in this our exprefs ¢eclaration, 
That as we cannot confiftently with our 
own honour, our intereft, much lefs with the 
duty we owe our conftituents, we never fhall 
make any provifion of funds for the pur- 
pofes in your feveral meflages above-men- 
tioned.” 

Saturday laft his Excellency the governor 
was pleafed to prorogue the great and gene- 
ral court or afiembly of this province, to 
Wednefday the roth day of January next, 
after having firft figned the fellowing among 
other bills, and making a fpeech, &c. 

An aét for fupplying the treafury with 
the fum of 88,1581. to be thence iffued for

Gentlemen of the Houfe of Reprefentatives, 

“¢ At the opening of this feffion, I had 
in contemplation the expediency of pafling 
the public bills which were neceflary to the 
government with all due expedition, and 
particularly the fupply bill, without which 
the whole provincial debt, by a law then 
fubfifting, would have been levied in one 
year, which would have been a great bur- 
then upon the people, And I had refolved 
with myfelf to promote the expediting fuch 
necefiary bills, and to avoid and remove, as 
far as I could, all difficulties which might 
obftrué& the fame. But you, gentlemen 
had not the fame difpofition; you not only 
put a ftop to all real bufinefs with the mot 
trifling pretences for fome weeks together: 
but you endeavoured, by all means you could. 
to oblige me, in the courfe of my duty, rd 


put 
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put an abrupt end to the feffion, before you 
would permit the neceffary bufinefs of the 
province even to be brought before you. 

In this, gentlemen, you had fome fuc- 
cefs; you put me under the difficulty of 
either not making proper provifion for the 
neceffary fervice of the government, which 
could not be done without continuing the 
{effion, or by a continuation of it, thowing 
a went of regard to the dignity of the crown. 
The affertions, declarations, and refolutions, 
which you have from the beginning of the 
feffion to this time continued to ifiue, in 
dire&t oppofition to the fenfe of the fove- 
reign legiflature, as it has been lately de- 
clared, and in terms entirely inconfiftent 
with the idea of this province being a part 
of the Britith empire, would have demanded 
of me an immediate vindication of the ho- 
nour of the crown, by putting an early end 
to this feffion, if I had not been reftrained 
by my concern for the exigencies of the 
ftate. And I mutt rely upon his majefty’s 
favourable indulgence in accepting my at- 
tention to the neceflities of the people, in 
lieu of the refentment which was due to 
the mifbehaviour of their reprefentatives. 

To his majefty therefore, and, if he 
pleafes, to his parliament, muft be referred 
your invafion of the rights of the imperial 
fovereignty. By your own aéts you will be 
judged; you need not be apprehenfive of any 
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mifreprefentations, as it is not in the power! 
of your enemies, if you have any, to add to 
your publications; they are plain and ex- 
plicit, and need no comment. 

It is my duty, and I shall do it with re. 
gret, to tranfmit to the king true copies of 
your proceedings; and, that his majefty may 
have an opportunity to fignify his pleafure 
thereupon before you meet again, I think 
it neceflary to prorogue this general court 
immediately to the ufual time cf its meet- 
ing for the winter feision.

Bofton, ‘Fuly 17. We are affured that the 
houfe of reprefentatives of this province in 
the late fefsion of the general aflembly, 
wrote a very cordial anfwer to the polite 
letter lately recetved from the honourable 
houfe of burgeffes of Virginia. 

The reprefentatives of this province have, 
in a large houfe of upwards of an hundred 
members, unanimoufly remonftrated againftt 
the adminiftration of the governor of this 
province, as having been corrupt and arbi- 
trary; and humbly petitioned the king that 
he may be for ever removed from this pro- 
vince. It is faid that above a dozen articles 
are therein exhibited againft him, with au- 
thentic proofs chiefly taken from his own 
letters and fpeeches of former and late: 
dates, 
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Warfaw, Auguft 16. Our provinces con- 
tinue to be a prey to the misfortunes of 
anarchy and the havock of war. The con- 
federates, whofe audacity encreafes with 
their number, have frequent rencounters 
with the RuSsians, which generally turn 
out to their advantage. We are peftered 
with fwarms of vagabonds who take advan- 
tage of the general confufion to commit all 
kinds of excefles. 

Vienna, Aug. 23. Yefterday the Sieur 
Martin Szilagy, a celebrated proteftant di- 
vine of the province of Tranfilvania, pub- 
lickly abjured his religion in the royal cha- 
pel of this metropolis, and made a folemn 
profefsion of the Roman catholick faith, 
in the prefence of the emprefs queen and 
feveral perfons of the firft diftinétion. 

Cadiz, Aug. 18. Three Spanifh xebecks 
of war arrived here the 13th inftant from 


Carthagena, having convoyed from thence 
three merchant fhips, laden with warlike 
ftores; and yefterday they returned into the 
Mediterranean, and took under convoy a 
Neapolitan fhip, which put in here lately 
with a cargo of different productions of 
Spanifh America, We learn by this fhip, 
that a large galleon returning from America 
was put into Madeira in very bad condition, 
and in want of men and provifions. Upon 
this news an Englifh veffel was immediately 
freighted, and fent from hence with the ne- 
ceffary afsiftance. 

_Marfeilles, Aug.27. M. Arehoe, the king 
of Denmark’s conful at Algiers, is arrived 
here, the Dey having declared war againft 
Denmark, and granted only 40 days of truce 
from the 14th inftant; and allowed M. 
Areboe only three days to withdraw himfelf 
and all his effects from Algiers, 

Friday, 
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Friday, Sept. 1. In the morning of Au- 
guit 29, the comet was obferved by Mr, 
Dunn, at Mr. Arnold’s, watchmaker, in 
St. James’s-ftreet, and found to be within 
nine degrees and a quarter of Aldebaran, 
and 14 degrees and a half of the Pleiades, 
in the fouthern part of Taurus. Its Nuc- 
leus and Coma are remarkably well defined, 
and the whole extent of its tail more than 
14 degrees, reaching beyond Mencar in the 
jaw of the whale, and lying in a dire¢t op- 
pofition to the fun. 

On Tuefday Auguft 29th at noon there 
was a very numerous and equally refpectable 
meeting of the electors of the city of Weft- 
minfter, at Weftminfter-hall, agreeable to a 
publithed notice for that purpofe. 

About twelve o’clock, Sir Robert Ber- 
nard, the chairman, attended by Robert 
Jones, Efq; chaiiman of the committee, 
and feveral other gentlemen, entered the 
hall, amidft the re-echoed acclammations of 
the populace. 

Sir Robert being featedin an arm chair 
for that purpofe, Mr. Jones opened the bu- 
finefs of the day to the following purport; 

© Gentlemen, 

€ Senfible of the many grievances that 
the eleétors of the county and city of Weit- 
minfter labour under, in common with 
*€ his majefty’s fubjeéts, a committee of 
gent‘*men has been appointed (of which 
I had tne honour to be chairman) to draw 
up a petition to his majefty, praying a re- 
drefs of thofe grievances; we have, ac- 
cordingly, gentlemen, drawn up a petition, 
which I flatter myfelf will be agreeable 
to you; and if it is your pleafure, it is 
now prepared for reading to you,” 
The eleétors then unanimoufly cried out, 
“ yead, read,” and accordingly the petition 
was read, firft by the chairman, and next 
by Mr. Martyn.---The fhouts of approba- 
tion given to it, can better be conceived 
than defcribed, when we fuppofe there were 
no lefs than SEVEN THOUSAND voices 
who fupported it. 

The chairman then defired that all thofe 
who were for the petition, to hold up their 
hands, when every hand in the hall was 
inftantly up, and, on the queftion being 
reverfed, ‘* that all thofe who were againtt 
it fhould do the fame,” not one fingle hand 
was raifed. 

The bufinefs of the meeting thus cor- 
dially concluded, Mr. Martyn came forward 
and afked, ‘© Whether it was the opinion of 
the ele€tors that their thanks fhould be re- 
turned to their worthy chairman Sir Robert 
Bernard ?”” which paffed unanimoufly in fa- 
vour of the propofal Mr. Almon then 
alked the fame queftion in regard to Robert 
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Jones, Efy; chairman of the committee, 
which likewife paffed in the affirmative. 

Saturday, Sept. 2. The coroner’s inqueft 
fat on the body of a young man who was 
killed on Tuefday, by a chiffel running into 
his body. On examining the witnefles, it 
appeared, that he had been at a wedding at 
Limehoufe church ; that in returning to 
Poplar, he found a chiffel, which he put 
into his coat pocket, the fharp part upwards; 
and when he came to Rofe-lane he told one 
of the bridemaids, that as he had not had a 
kifs of her, he would give her a green 
gown; he thereupon threw her upon the 
grafs, and fell on one fide of her, upon the 
edge of the chiffel, which entered his heart, 
and he died on the fpot. The jury brought 
in their verdict accidental death. 

Monday, Sept. 4. Yefterday in the morn- 
ing, Mr. Dunn, teacher of the mathema- 
ticks, obferved the comet 12 degrees from 
Aldebaran, and 4 degrees and a third from 
Bellatrix in the left fhoulder of Orion. It 
rifes at midnight nearly eaft, is fouth at fun- 
rifing, and appears with a tail whofe utmoft 
length is 30 degrees in oppofition to the fun, 
Mr. Dunn remarks as follows, from his own 
obfervations : 

“ It is highly probable that the body of 
this comet is as large as the moon ; that it 
is defcending to its perihelion with a humid 
atmofphere {urrounding it 5000 miles high ; 
that its tail is a Jucid vapour 30 million of 
miles in length; that it is now nearly the 
fame diftance from the fun as our earth is, 
and 40 million of miles from our earth it- 
{elf, and would have made a near appulfe to 
the earth, had it come a month later, but 
now will pafs at too great a diftance from 
us to produce any effect on the tides of the 
ocean, nor will the earth be in the way of 
its tail ; that as the comet proceeds towards 
its perihelion, the matter which forms the 
tail comes from the comet, is left behind it 
in free fpace, and diffipates in the heavens. 
That it is highly probable the planet Venus 
will receive a bruth from this comet.” 

The North Briton of laft Saturday fays, 
that a few nights fince a board at the end of 
Oxford road, on which was wrote * Harri- 
fon, nightman to the princefs dowager of 
Wales,” was removed from thence, the 
proper name erafed, and that of an unpo- 
pular nobleman’s affixed inftead, and placed 
on his lordfhip’s door in South-Audley- 
ftrect.

was publicly talked at Bedford on Sunday, 
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that one gentleman had been offered 3000), 
and a carte blanch ; to another was offered 
1000}, to three others sool, each 5 toa fixth 
3001. and feveral more. 

The mayor of Bedford being annually 
chofen on the 4th day of September, all the 
freemen of the town were collected from 
all parts; and yefterday, about twelve o’clock 
at noon, when the freemen were affembled 
in the town hall, two perfons were put in 
nomination for mayor for the enfuing year ; 
one in the intereft of the corporation, and 
the other in that of the D. The thew of 
hands was greatly in favour of the corpora- 
tion ; but a poll was demanded, and, agree. 
able to a plan which had been mutually 
agreed upon, by five gentlemen of each 
party, the night before, the friends of the 
eS were to poll firft ; accordingly 
they po \led Sear bundred an d fifty- fix. The 
D.’s friends then came up ; but when they 
had polled five and twenty, their agents 
thought proper to decline the conteft. The 
bailiffs (who are the returning officers of 
the borough) and tke chamberlain, were 
next propofed, and carried likewife in fa- 
vour or tne corporation. 

So great was the concourfe of peop! 
at Bedford on the above occafion, that beds 
in fome part of the town were let for a gui- 
nea a night; and horfes and carriages were 
not to be had at any expence, 

Sir Robert Bernard, bart. (who ras chair- 
man at the late meeting of the eleGors 
of Weftminfter, in Weftminfter-hall) was 
a principal in the above oppofition to the 
D. of B. 

Wedn. day, Sept. 6. The feffions began 
atthe Old Bailey, when 26 prifoners were 
tried, one of whom was Capitally conviéted, 
viz. John Prieft, for burglary in the dwell- 
ing houfe of Thomas Cann, in Ifington- 
road, near Wood’s- clofe, and ftealing two 
waiftcoats, nine pair of ftockings, and di- 
vers other things.

Jacob Swar- 
rewbene, for ftealing out of the hotel of 
Mr. Parys, in Suffolk-fteeet, (where he had, 
by a forged recommendation, been retained 

ferv ant) a filver hilt of a fword, feveral 
yards of gold lace, and other things. Jofeph 
Stackhoufe and William Litchfield, for af- 
faulting Sampfon Jeflop on the highway 
near Paddington, and robbing him of a fil- 
vet watch. John Hindmarth, for ftealing 
a black gelding, the proverty of Jonathan 
Cock, on Endfield-chafe, Seven were con- 
vitted 
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witted to be tranfported. One was convicted 
of petitlarceny. And fix were acquitted. 

This morning began the jubilee at Strat- 
ford upon Avon in honour of Shakefpeare, 
for which very magnificent and expenfive 
preparations had been made under the di- 
re€tion of Mr. Garrick, which, notwith- 
ftanding the badnefs of the weather, and 
the fcarcity of lodgings, gave great fatis- 
faction. 

Friday, Sept. 8. Eighteen prifoners were 
tried at the Old Bailey, one of whom was 
capitally conviGed, viz. Abraham Peter, for 
privately ftealing in the fhop of Mr. John 
Phipps, on Ludgate-hill, eighteen yards of 
fuperfine crimfon cloth, value fifteen pounds. 
James Brannan was acquitted of the murder 
of his wife, but was conviéted of man- 
laughter. Ten were convicted to be tran- 
fported. And fix were acquitted. 

As Mr. Smith, mafterof the Greenwich 
ftage coach, at the New inn the Surry fide 
of Weftminfter-bridge, was talking with one 
of the Greenwich coachmen there came in 
a Scotch ferjeant and a Scotchcorporal, who 
called for a mug of ale, when the coachman 
faying fomething relating to the affair which 
happened in St. George’s fields, the fer- 
jeant ftruck tme coachman feveral times, 
upon which Mr. Smith got up to part them ; 
when they were parted, the corporal went 
out of the houfe, and the mafter infifted that 
the ferjeant fhould go out alfo, and took 
him by the arm for that purpofe, where- 
upon the ferjeant drew his fword, and run 
it into Mr. Smith’s groin.

Saturday, Sept.g. This merning, the 
coinet was 16 degrees and fix minutes from 
Betelgeufe in Orion’s right fhoulder, 12 de- 
grees and five minutes from Procyon, re- 
fraétion included, the brighter part of the 
tail 21 degrees, reaching to the middle ftar 
in Orion’s belt, and the whole vifible ex- 
tent of the tail more than 32 degrees: The 
rarer part ismuch affeéted with the approach 
of twilight and an unfavourable ftate of 
the air, but the body of the comet receives 
additional luftre as it approaches toward the 
fun, and as a comet it appears remarkably 
well defined, and doth not feem to carry 
any thing with it that may be deftructive to 
any part of the planetary fyftem. It con- 
tinues its cour’ through the heavens nearly 
in the arch of a great circle. Auguift 29th 
it was nine degrees 25 minutes from Alde- 
baran, 24 degreee25 tinnteesrpm the mid- 
dle ftar in Orion’s belt, refra€tion tmeluded, 
and the length of the tail then 17 degrees, 
reaching to Mencar in the jaw of the Whale, 
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fince which time it has been gradually in- 
creafing. From thefe and the above num- 


. bers, the path of the comet and tail may be 


eafily reprefented ona celeitial globe. It 
appears before fun rifing to all parts of the 
habitable world, and may not be thought 
ominous to any particular nation. 

Mr. Dunn concludes it is now within the 
{phere of the earth’s orbit, but without 
that of the planet Venus, in its way to- 
wards the fun, and that proper obfervations 
of it may furnith corre¢tions of the fearful 
notions which fome perfons are apt to ene 
tertain concerning thofe ftupendous bodies. 

Twelve prifoners were tried at the Old 
Bailey, three of whom were capitally con- 
victed, viz. William Taunton, for the 
murder of Margaret Phipps, wich whom he 
lived, and kept the Lamb inn at Colnbrook, 
by knocking her on the head with an axe 
as fhe layin bed. It was attempted toprove 
him infane, as he had attempted both to 
hang and drown himfelf. John Hill, for 
ftealing 46 guineas, from John Croxall, 
George Low, for ftealing 41. from Johan 
Coney, ina publick houfe in the Fleet- 
market, under preteace of tofling up, &e. 
Two were convicted to be tranfported. One 
was conviéted of petit larceny. And fix 
acquitted. 

Monday, Sept. 11. William Taunton, 
of Colnbrook, was executed at Tyburn, 
for the murder of MargaretPhipps, miftrefs 
of the Lamb inn at place, with whom he 
lived as afervant. His behaviour was very 
decent and devout, every way becoming his 
unhappy circumflances. After hanging the 
ufual time, his body was carried to fur- 
geon’s-hall, in order for diffe€tion. The 
cart not coming in time, he was carried to 
the place of execution ina coach. 

Eighteen piifoners were tried at the Old 
Bailey, three of whom were capitally con- 
victted, viz. John Anning, for forging a 
bill of fale of David Mitchell, late belong- 
ing tothe fhip Verelft, from India, for 111. 
11s. rid. for wages due tothe faid David 
Mitchell, for his fervice on board the faid 
fhip, with intent to defraud Charles Mea- 
der. 

John Stafford, for affaulting and robbing 
Daniel Spencer in Smithfield, of his hat, 
fhoes and buckles. He was recommended 
to the jury as an obje&t of mercy. 

Patrick Murphy, for robbing Edward 
Bond, on thehighway, in Shadwell, of a 
linen handkerchief and a quaatity of fugar 
therein, the property of Capt. Taylor. He 
was alfo recommended. Three were con- 
victed for tranfportation. And twelve ac- 
quitted. 

Tuejday, Sept. 12. Twenty-fix prifoners 
were tried at the Old Bailey, two of whom 
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were capitally convicted, viz. Jofeph God- 
win, for affaulting Henry Savory, a fifhman, 
on the highway, and robbing him of a gs. 
piece, half acrown, and three fhillings, all 
which was counterteit and bad money, and 
a pair of filver buckles. John Watfon, 
alias William Davis, for ftealing a mare, the 
property of John Collins, at Ince, in Staf- 
fordfhire. Nine were convicted to be traa- 
fported. And fourteen acquitted. 

Wednefday, Sept. 13. The feffions ended 
at the Old Bailey, when 19 prifoners were 
tried, three of whom were capitally con- 
vidted, viz. Ann Claxton, otherwife Un- 
derwood, otherwife Darling, and Sarah 
Haycock, for ftealing 12 yards and upwards 
of muflin, privately out of the fhop of Mr. 
Ravenhill, in Arthur-ftreet, near Old-ftreet, 
St. Luke. Jofeph Simpfon for affaulting 
Mr. Snape, a horfe doétor, on the high- 
way on his return from Barnet races, and 
robbing him of half a guinea, and two half 
crown pieces. Five were convicted to be 
tranfported, 

Thomas Scott was convicted of defraud- 
ing Daniel Briftow of 13). and upwards, by 
hiding underthe hat; and Jofeph Blew- 
more, was conviéted of defrauding William 
Wheatley, at hiding under the hat, of a fil. 
ver watch and féeven guineas, which he had 
brought to London to buy a horfe; they re- 
ceived fentence to pay a fine of one fhilling 
each, to be imprifoned in Newgate two years, 
and find fureties for their good behaviour 
for one year, themfeives bound in 100l.each, 
and two fureties in sol. each. 

Samuel Mafhfield, Mary Yates, and Pe- 
ter Cooke, were convicted of ftealing goods 
value rod.

At this feffions 17 conviéts received judg- 
ment of death; 48 to be tranfported for 
feven years, and one for fourteen years ; one 
branded in the hand; 7 tobe whipped ; and 
39 difcharged by proclamation. 

Thurfday, Sept. 14. This morning about 
two o'clock a fire broke out at the houfe of 
Mr. Hill, ironmonger in St. Martin’s le 
grand, which burned the fame with three 
others behind Mr, Hill’s and greatly da- 
maged the fan fhop adjoining in the front. 

This morning between feven and eight, a 
dreadful fire broke out at the oil-warehoufe 
ef Mr. Buxton at Paul’s-wharf, which 
confumed the fame with a very great quan- 
tity of vil.----A barge loaded with oil is 
alfo burnt.---The great,timber-yard adjoin- 
ing, and fome houfes are deftroyed. Attwo 
the flames caught a vault wherein there was 
oil to the value of upwards of 10,0001. which 
was entirely confumed. ‘The church of St. 
Bennet, and the fugar baker’s were with the 
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utmoft difficulty faved, the bricks of the 
latter towards the fire being red hot. 

Friday, Sept.15. This morning about 
feven o'clock, a fire broke out at Mr. Fran- 
cifco Rocca’s Italian warchoufe in the Hay- 
market, which confumed that houfe, and 
damaged two others ; an old houfe the cor- 
ner of Suffolk-fireet, next to thofe on fire, 
fell in, and buried five people in the ruins ; 
three have been fince taken out, and there 
are fome hopes of their recovery ; but the 
other two are fuppofed to be dead. 


Extra& of a letter from Aylefoury, dated 
Sept. 16. 1769. 

“ Pro MaGna CHartTa, the antient 
and fpirited motto of our lord lientenant, 
Baron le Defpencer, has fet this whole 
country on fire; andit appears happily for 
this kingdom, that the words are deeply in- 
graven in the hearts of every honeft elector, 
The tranfaétions of the 12th inftant at the 
general meeting, does infinite honour to all 
the parties concerned. The ear! Temple dined 
with the freeiolders at tod. a head ; and his 
well known zeal upon every point of liber- 
ty, did not defert him upon this great occa- 
fion. His lordfhip has now ftepped forth and 
put himfelf at the head of the ftand which 
is making in fupport of the very vitals of the 
conftitution ; and the avowed union of the 
three brothers upon this important object, 
conneéted with the wholeRockingham party, 
almoft fecures a certainty of fuccefs. One 
moft material part of the remonftrance and 
petition agreed upon, has not yet found its 
way into any of the papers ; I fhall therefore 
tranfcribe it for the public attention and ufe. 
After fetting forth the right of the electors 
under Magna Charta, the Bill of Rights, &c. 
it goeson inthis manner, ‘* Notwithftan- 
“¢ ding which, in defiance and contempt of 
“ thefe our juft and -ntient rights, coeval 
«* with the very being of the Houfe of Com- 
*¢ mons, two days before the laft election for 
“© the county of Middlefex, your Majefty’s 
“¢ fervants thought proper, either by their 
“ ‘own authority, or by their advice to your 
«6 majefty, to confer a nominal office ona 
‘¢ gentleman to vacate his feat in parlia- 
«© ment, with the avowed purpole of bring- 
** ing him into the Houfe of Commons as 
“¢ knight of the fhire for the faid county, 
“ by a /mall number of votes againft a great 
“€ majority of /egal eleétors, which purpofe 
“ of theirs, has fince been ‘fatally carried 
*¢ into full execution. Juftly alarmed at an 
«¢ attempt of this formidable nature, thus 
«¢ planned and avowed dy divers evil coun/el- 
‘¢ Jors and miniffers, duty to our fovereign, 
“© and to our imjured country, calls upon 
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Lord Verney, Mr. Aubrey, Mr. Catcraft, 
Mr. Burke, and Mr. Obryan, diflinguifhed 
themfelves greatly by their manly eloquence 
upon this occafion. The fatisfaétion expref- 
fed at the declared union of the three bro- 
there, is almoft incredible. , 

Monday, Sept. 18. Yefterday morning 
a Lafcar was carried to Wood-ftreet compter 
for defacing the ftatue of queen Anne in St. 
Paul’s church-yard; he had broke off both 
the arms and part of thenofe; the four fi- 
gures at the foot of the pedeftal are all like- 
wife defaced and much broken. A hackney 
coachman faw him, and informed fome 
watchmen who were on their ftand, when 
they went to take him, he pulled out a knife 
and attempted to ftab oneof them. On be- 
ing afked the reafon of breaking the ftatue 
he faid he was hired to do it; but upon his 
being carried before the right hon. the lord 
mayor, it appeared that he was out of his 
fenfes, he was fent back to Wood-ftreet 
compter, till he can be got into Bedlam. 

Tuefday, Sept. 19. As a great perfonage 
was flepping out of his carriageto go to St. 
James’s palace, he was prefented with a 
petition by a young lady of about ten years 
of age, confidently faid to be the daughter 
of the great perfonage’s deceafed brother, to 
whom fhe bore fuch an exact likenefs, that 
the leaft doubt was not entertained to the 
contrary; her petition was very gracioufly 
received, She afterwards prefented another 
petition to his royal highnefs the duke of 
Gloucefter, as he was coming out of the 
palace and ftepping into his coach, which he 
alfo received with a gracious and benign 
condefcenfion, and feemed to take great no- 
tice of the young lady, whofe countenance 
bore fuch evident marks of dignity, as plain- 
ly pointed out her birth, 

Wcdnefday, Sept.20. A chapter of the 
moft noble order of the Garter was held at 
St. James’s, to fill up the vacancy therein 
by the death of the late earl of Winchelfea, 
when his grace the duke of Grafton was 
eleéted, and invefted with the enfigns of that 
order. 

Thurfday, Sept. 21. This morning ge- 
neral Pafchal Paoli, who arrived on Wed- 
nefday evening at Mr, Hutchinfon’s in Old 
Bond-ftreet, waited on his grace the duke 
ef Grafton. , 

Friday, Sept. 22. This morning their 
majefties came from Richmond to the queen’s 
palace, and at noon appeared at court, when 
they received the compliments of the nobi- 
lity, foreign miiiifters, &c. it being the an- 
niverfary of their coronation. All the royal 
family were prefent. 

Her royal high the princefs dowager of 
Wales vifited their majefties at the queen’s 
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palace, to compliment them on the above 


occafion. of 


Saturday, Sept. 23. A general officer 
was arrefted in Piccadilly, for the fum of 
20001. He told the bailiff, if he would 
go down with him to the tilt-yard, he fhould 
there find a friend whom he wanted to {peak 
to, and would afterwards, on his not giving 
bail, go with him to a fpunging houfe. The 
bailiff unfufpeétingly complied with his 
requeft, and when they came to the horfe- 
guards, the general officer fent for a fexjcant 
and afile of mufqueteers to fecure the bai- 
liff, on a pretence that he had been infulted 
by him, which they did, while the prifoner 
found means to efcape, and has not fince 
been heard of. 

Adjutant General Harvey ordered the fer- 
jeant and his men, who favoured the efcape 
of the general officer from the bailiff, clofe 
prifoners tothe Savoy, and then waited on 
lord Camden and lord Mansfield, to receive 
their opinions about the fteps that are proper 
to be taken with them. 

Monday, Sept. 25. Notwithftanding it 
has been thrown out by the friends of the 
miniftry, wirh a view which may eafily be 
difcovered, that a certain Yorkthire noble- 
man, whofe conduét, while in adminiftra- 
tion, gained him the greateft reputation, was 
againit the county’s petitioning, yet we are 
informed, and it may be depended on, that 
the m--gq--fs fo far from impeding that mea- 
fure, does every thing he can to promote 
it. 


Extra of a letter from Dover, dated 
Sept. 26. 

** Yefterday I arrived here: on my way 
I fell in company with a perfon, whom I 
afterwards found from what pailed between 
us, is an officer belonging to a regiment of. 
Trith brigades, now lying a few leagues from 
Calais, his name O’Farrel ; that he had 
been raifing recruits for that regiment fome 
time in and about London, four of which 
were then with him ready toembark; but 
thinking it my duty, if poflible, to prevent 
it, I this morning had them before a juftice 
of the peace to be examined, which he re- 
fufed to de, faying he had no orders to ftop 
any body ; on which they were difcharged, 
and fent off to fea immediately, I then 
applied to and acquainted the officer at the 
caftle with what had paffed, who direétly 
fent boats after them, which brought back 
one of the recruits. I fhall make fur- 
ther enquiry into this matter, and be in 
town in a few days; butin the meantime 
think it proper that the public fhould be ad- 
vifed thereof,”

to deftroy poor Lufby: this they effected in 
the evening, by knocking him down in the 
pit, and immediately jumping on his body, 
by which they broke his ribs and burtt 
his heart. The villains confeffed their 
guilt, and faid they fhould die with plea- 
fure ; and we fince are informed that Mat- 
thews has made a full confefsion of his 
poifoning Mr. Cook’s family, by arfenick
